Gov. Schwarzenegger has accepted a debate 
invitation from the California Broadcaster’s 
Association, according to a press release from his 
campaign team. 

Sacramento State is partnering with the 
California Broadcaster’s Association to host a 
gubernatorial debate between Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and State Treasurer Phil 
Angelides. 

California Broadcaster’s Association 
President Stan Statham said Angelides, the dem- 
ocratic candidate, has not committed to the debate 
as of Monday night. 


“Angelides doesn’t want to sit at the table,” 
Statham said. “He wants to stand up behind a 
podium.” 

Since the California Broadcaster’s 
Association is paying for the entire cost of the 
debate, which costs between $50,000 to $75,000, 
they will “not negotiate with the candidates” on 
the structure of the debate, Statham said. 

“It’s a take-it-or-leave-it situation,” he said. 
“The California Broadcaster’s Association is 
absolutely in charge.” 

Sac State has hosted the 2003 Recall Election 
Debate and the debate between former Gov. Gray 
Davis and Dan Lungren, the former California 
Attorney General, in 1998.

City and Campus Police aim 
to eliminate underage 
drinking with new grants

Sacramento State is embarking on new efforts 
to control underage drinking through preventa- 
tive measures, as a result of grants to local law 
enforcement agencies from the California 
Department of Alcoholic Beverage Control. 

The Sacramento City Police Department 
received $125,000, and the Sacramento County 
Sheriff’s Department received $101,000 to 
reduce underage drinking, arrest intoxicated indi- 
viduals and work on problem locations where 
alcohol is sold, according to a press release. 

The work will take a variety of forms — from 
enforcement operations involving sting opera- 
tions and decoys, to party patrols and a new 
advertising campaign designed to help students 
deal with alcohol responsibly. 

Also, the number of sobriety checkpoints will 
increase to discourage drunken driving. 

Heather Dunn-Carlton, special programs 
coordinator for Student Affairs and administrator 
for the Alcohol Education Program, said the uni- 
versity has always done its part to educate stu- 
dents of alcohol abuse risks and how to stay 
healthy and safe. She said this program will add 
to the education program. 

“Part of that education has to be followed up 
with enforcement, and enforcement is a means of 
education,’ Dunn-Carlton said. 

The sting operations and decoys will target 
local liquor outlets that are near campus. In most 
cases, the under-21 decoy will get a “let me see 

your ID” from the store clerks when attempt- 
ing to purchase alcohol and won’t get sold any, 
Dunn-Carlton said. 

“T actually went out on an operation, and the

Fraternities react to the suspension of the largest fraternity on campus

The spring suspension of the Tau Kappa Epsilon fra- 
ternity from Sacramento State has been evident during 
fraternity recruitment so far this semester. 

The fraternity was suspended by their alumni associ- 
ation and removed as a student organization by Tom 
Carroll, program adviser for student activities. 

“TKE is no longer recognized as a student activity 
and no longer receives the privileges a student organiza- 
tion would receive,” Carroll said. 

With TKE suspended, its presence has gone missing 
on campus. The chapter’s website link has been 
removed from the Student Activities web site, and the 
members can no longer participate in organized Greek 
events on campus, including Rush Week. 

The fraternity’s absence has hit the Greek communi- 
ty in an obvious way. 

Sigma Chi President Paul Houser said the loss of a 
fraternity isn’t as evident within other campus’ Greek 
communities. He added that with Sac State being a com- 


muter school there is less support and interest from the 
students. 

“We need as many fraternities on campus as possible. 
Any Greek organization gone hurts the entire communi- 
ty,” Houser said. 

But with the fraternity prohibited from recruiting new 
members, there has been an influx of men rushing, 
Houser said. 

“Sigma Chi is not looking at this as an opportunity, 
and we are still selective about who we pledge, but other 
fraternities might see this as an opportunity to recruit 
more people,” Houser said. 

Phi Kappa Tau Acting President Zane Beekman, a 
senior occupational health and safety major, said his fra- 
ternity has been generating a lot of interest — this is the 
fraternity’s first semester actively recruiting since they 
left campus in the mid-1980s. 

“We are going after guys who think fraternities are 
not on their minds,” Beekman said. ““We’re able to 
recruit guys who never thought they would go Greek.”

“The main benefits for students are pref- 
erential parking spaces, less wear and tear 
on your car and less money spent on gas,” 
Director of University Transportation and 
Parking Nancy Fox said.

According to the “State of the Air: 2006” 
report by the American Lung Association, 
the Sacramento area, including Arden 
Arcade and Truckee, ranked 8th on the list 
of metropolitan areas most polluted by 
short-term particle pollution.

Nearly tripling the private support dollars 
from.the last year, the amount of total new 
gift commitments have surpassed the goal for 
the year, according to the projected end of 
year results for 2005 — 06 compiled by the 
Office of University Advancement. 

“For the last eight to 10 years, we’ve only 
met the goal once,” said Carole Hayashino, 
vice president of University Advancement. 

Individuals, alumni, corporations and 
foundations contributed to the total — includ- 
ing $10 million from Alex G. Spanos for the 
construction of the Spanos Sports and 
Recreation Complex. 

Nearly $16 million was raised in new gift 
commitments, exceeding the initial 
Philanthropic Productivity Goal of about $14 
million, according to the report. 

The largest portion — 53 percent — will be 
spent on capital projects, which mainly 
includes the Broad Athletic Facility, a new 
project in the Library and theater renovations. 

The rest of the dollars will be divided

Speakers from all over 
California came to talk about alter- 
native solutions to gang injunctions 

and to discuss methods to defend 

‘civil and human rights Saturday at 

the University Union at Sacamento

“<The free event, hosted by Sac 
State’s Serna Center and titled 
“Statewide Summit on Gang 

‘Injunctions — Civil Rights and 
‘Social Justice: A Case for 

bAlternatives to Gang Injunctions 

Part 2,” came in the wake of the 

‘establishment of a gang injunction 
in West Sacramento. 

The gang injunction imposes a 

10 p.m. to sunrise curfew in areas 
eidentified by the West Sacramento 

Police as street gang areas and 
makes it illegal for individuals 
identified by the police as gang 
members to associate with each 
other in public. 

Summit Committee Chair and 


event coordinator Phil Barros was 
pleased with the turnout. 

Instead of talking negatively 
about injunctions, the speakers pre- 
sented alternatives to gang vio- 
lence and ways to avoid being cat- 
aloged in the injunctions. 

The idea is that if enough peo- 
ple understand how to rise above 
the situation, then there wouldn’t 
be a reason to worry about injunc- 
tions . | 

Many of the speakers had expe- 
rienced civil rights violations and 
had plenty to say about it. 

Francisco Romero, teacher and 
member of the National Council of 
La Raza — the largest national 
Hispanic civil rights and advocacy 
organization in the United States — 
spoke at length about growing up 
in Los Angeles. 

“We believe that human rights, 
as well as civil rights, are impor- 
tant,” Romero said. “If we don’t 
take the time to organize this, no 
one will.” 

Sac State Chicano Studies 


Professor Eric Vega painted a grim 
picture of realities that are chang- 
ing our nation. He said our cities 
and towns should “expect not to be 
tortured by those who wear 
badges.” 

“A great number of communi- 
ty organizations got together to 
continue the dialogue that we start- 
ed here,” said Santos Torres, direc- 
tor of the Serna Center. “The police 
need to be involved in that dia- 
logue.” 

Torres said in order for West 
Sacramento Police to become a 
better unit, they could start by 
becoming better citizens in their 
communities and learn more about 
the culture surrounding their com- 
munities.

Target sells Sac State active wear 





Women’s active wear hits local targets; additional apparel depends on sells of women’s apparel

apparel is now available at local 
Target stores. 

David Levy, the ‘director of mar- 
keting for University Enterprises, 
Inc. confirmed that women’s active 
wear is on the shelves at several dif- 
ferent locations in the greater 
Sacramento region. 

The university started this pro- 
gram through its contract with the 
Collegiate License Company that 
helps institutions protect trade- 
marks. 

The company applies for the 
licenses in different categories such 
as men’s, women’s and children’s 
apparel, glass wear, paper products 
etc., and then manufacturers can 
submit designs for approval to Levy. 

Internally, clubs and organiza- 
tions can use the university marks 
on t-shirts for example, without hav- 
ing to be licensed, but anything that 
is going to be resold to the general 
public needs to be licensed, Levy 
said. 

The licensing company 
made a deal with the Target 
Store Corporation, and the 
University had no involve- 
ment in decision. 

“We have no control 
Over it; it’s driven by the 
marketplace. The stores 
will order what they think they 
will sell,” Levy said. 

Gear for Sports is licensed 
to sell Sac State trademarks 
for the company, and they are 
producing Champion C9 active 
wear for women. 

“They are going to start with 
women’s clothing, and if it sells, 
they’ll produce men and children’s 
apparel,” Levy said. “It all depends 
on if the brand has feet and can cut 
it in the market place.” 

The brands VF Image Wear and 
Knight’s Apparel are ready to man- 
ufacture men’s and children’s appar-

el. 

Levy said there is no set timeline 
for additional apparel appearing in 
the Target stores. 

Sarah Engelhardt, a Sac State 
student and jewelry specialist at the 
Alta Arden Target location said 
the general public has not 
really been buying the 
merchandise. 

“A lot of college stu- 
dents have been buying it, 
and they’re surprised that we 
have it,” Engelhardt said. 

James, an alumnus 
of Sac State and CTO in 
charge of groceries at 
the Alta Arden loca- 
tion, said the 
apparel will be

appearing in a Sunday advertise- 
ment James preferred to be refer- 
enced only by his first name. 

“A lot of people don’t know we 
have it here, so when it starts to get 
marketed, sales should pick up,” 
James said. 

The profits of the Target apparel 
are broken down and redistributed 
to different parties. Levy said 38 
percent 


of 

the royalties go to the licensing 
company for licensing and fees, 
while only 8 percent of the profit 


comes 
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back to the university. The rest 
goes to the manufacturer for pro- 
ductions costs. 

“Royalties have slowly and 
steadily been creeping up over the 
years,” Levy said. 

Levy said the university was 
looking at Hometown Sports in the 
Sacramento International Airport 
and Lids at the Arden Fair Mall to 
sell merchandise as well. 

“Anything that helps raise 
awareness and appreciation of the 


university is good,” Levy said. 

He added that the success of ath- 
letic branded merchandise would 
tailgate on the success of the athlet- 
ic program. 

“Winning seasons would help 
convince Target that the athletic pro- 
gram is worth ordering the apparel,” 
Levy said. 

Levy says he hopes consumers 
will want to pay the extra 8 percent 
for something marked instead of 
unmarked. 

The Champion active wear sold 
in the Target stores is not available 
at the Hornet Bookstore, so there is 
a benefit in going to Target to buy 
this apparel, Levy said. 

“Selling licensed things is not 


going to be cheap. Especially when 


the university’s good name and 
good will is plastered on it,’ Levy 
said. 

Levy says Follet, the company 
that oversees the Hornet Bookstore, 
is working with the university to 
bring more prestigious brands to 
consumers. New this year is 
licensed Under Armor apparel in the 
Hornet Bookstore. 

“The new bookstore will have so 
much more room to display more 
licensed material for the consumers. 
Follet really likes to sell collegiate 
branded things,” Levy said. 

Follet set-up a display case of 
alumni merchandise in the Alumni 
Center because the marketplace is 
huge and the loyalty factor is there 
Levy said. 

“Hopefully the value of the insti- 
tution will translate into a perceived 
value for the consumer,” Levy said. 


“There are so many facets to this 


program. The main point of the pro- 
gram is to benefit the whole school.

departments, while a small por- 
tion will go toward athletics and 
the Library. 

The official report will be sub- 
mitted to the CSU Chancellor’s 
Office Oct. 6. 

The fundraising goal for each 
CSU campus is established by the 
Chancellor’s Office. 

The goal used to be a standard 
10 percent of the general fund 
allocation, but the system changed 
to. accomodate for new CSUs, 
such as San Marcos and Monterey 
Bay, which have different levels 
of advancement and development 
programs Hayashino said. 

“It’s unrealistic for them to 
have a 10 percent goal because 
they’re very young and don’t have 
an alumni base,” Hayashino said. 

While development is relative- 
ly new at Sac State, the campus 
has been struggling with meeting 
private funding goals in the past. 

Last year $7 million was raised 
— half of the amount of this year, 
according to the Philanthropic 
Productivity Report. 

“For the past two years we’ ve 
worked to rebuild the develop- 
ment operations on this campus 
and I think because of that we’ve 
had a successful year this last 
year,’ Hayashino said. 

Vince Sales, associate vice 
president of University 
Development, credits the success 
to the vision of Destination 2010. 

“T think President (Alexander) 
Gonzalez has really set a great 
vision for the university to 

‘become a destination campus and 
people out there in the communi- 
ty....are excited about the vision 
and want to help,” Sales said.

proud of Sac State, so funding 
programs were built to develop 
relationships with alumni and 
generate support in the communi- 
ty, Hayashino said. ; 

University Development 
employs about 20 students each 
year to make phone calls to alumi 
to solicit and set up gift commit- 
ments, Hayashino said. 

Grant letters and proposals are 
also regularly written to major 
corporations and foundations -to 
generate large sums of support. 

Most of the development staff 
are called “major gift officers,” and 
they work with alumi donating 
$10,000 or more, Hayashino said. 

One program is the President’s 
Executive Committee, which is_a 
group of major gift donors that 
offer the campus president input, 
general guidance and leadership 
in regards to the construction of 
the Spanos Sports and Recreation 
Complex.

Another program is the presi- 
dent’s Circle, which was created 
to offer recognition for donors 
who make annual unrestricted 
donations of $15,000 or more, 
said Frank Whitlatch, associate 
vice President of Public Affairs.

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- Bill proposes to stop company 


funds supporting genocide

California’s teachers and public workers associa- 
tions would be prohibited from investing in the 
African country of Sudan if Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger approves AB 2941. 

If passed, the bill would prohibit the California 
State Teacher’s Retirement System and the California 
Public Employees’ Retirement System from any 
investment with companies that are active in Sudan, 
and all current investments with these companies 
would have to be divested, or sold. 

‘The intention of this bill is to pressure the nine 
companies doing the most business with Sudan,” said 
Patrick Cannon, an assistant professor .in the 
Government Department. 

These companies are mainly from China, 
Indonesia, Malaysia and France, ‘Cannon said, and no 
U.S. companies have voiced concern over the bill. 

The bill’s supporters also hope to put pressure on 
the Sudanese government, which has been accused of 
supporting the ongoing acts of genocide that have 
claimed over 400,000 lives since 2003 in the Darfur 
region of the country, according to 
www.savedarfur.org. Others have lost their homes. 

“Over 2.5 million people have been displaced,” 
Cannon said. “And even if this conflict were to stop 
today, they couldn’t return home.” 

This conflict first began in 2003 when several non- 
Muslim groups in the Darfur state of western Sudan 
violently rebelled against the Sudanese government, 
seeking independence or a new democratic national 


government. The government-sponsored militia: 


known as Janjaweed responded by launching an 
offensive against non-Arabs in the region, according 
to a Physicians for Human Rights Field Team report. 

Despite a cease-fire agreement signed in May, 
fighting continues in Darfur. The African Union said 
its peacekeeping forces currently in Sudan will leave 
the region when its mandate ends on Sept. 30, accord- 
ing to the British Broadcasting Channel. The BBC 
explained that Sudan has rejected the idea of any U.N. 
peacekeepers being deployed to the area. 

The international community waited too long t 
respond to this conflict, Cannon said. | 

“We could have prevented it from becoming as 
destructive as it has become,” he said, adding that he 
hopes this bill will be a part in the process to solve this. 

“Bills like AB 2941 are important to set precedent 
for the future,” he said. 

Cannon also said this bill is an “excellent model for 
students to pay attention to,” because it came about 
when two college students took action.

Jason Miller, a graduate medical student at 
University of California, San Francisco, along with 
Adam Sterling, an African Politics graduate at UCLA, 
were the two founding members of The Sudan 
Divestment Task Force, an organization focused on 
organizing campaigns in support of divestment from 
Sudan. They are optimistic about the potential benefits 
of bills like AB 2941. 

‘We know that Sudan is, highly tuned to economic 
levers and even more highly tuned to the perception of 
economic threat,” Miller said.” 

“Literally, the entire movement hinges on 
Governor Schwarzenegger signing this ‘bill,’ Miller 
said, explaining that similar movements are underway 
in over 15 other states, and that each of these states is 
looking to California for an example of a successful 
divestment. 

In order for this movement to be successful, only 
certain companies can be targeted for divestment. 
Companies in Sudan that provide services like wel- 
fare, health care, education, agriculture and consumer 
goods will not be pressured by this bill, as the bill’s 
creators do not want more innocent civilians go hun- 


ery or suffer as a result of the divestment. 

The organizers of this movement have been trying 
to gain more support through any means possible. 
According to www.dayfordarfur.org, they have even 
named Sept. 17 as Global Day for Darfur, and they 
encourage supporters to wear blue hats to “symbolize 
the urgent need to protect the people of Darfur with 
U.N. peacekeeping forces.”

“If someone is over 18 but 
under 21, there’s basically a zero- 

tolerance policy. If you get con- 
victed of a DUI, you lose your 
license for a year, or if you don’t 
have a license, then you lose your 
right to get a license for a year, 
Martin said.

In those types 
of life and death situations, stu- 
dents who haven’t consumed 
alcohol in the past and don’t know 
their limits are at risk.” 

One student wants to move 
away from enforcement and more 
towards early education and pre- 
vention. 

“My thing with drinking is 
that people need to be educa 
said Matthew Carrigan, starting 


it’s important to teach, 
them about the risks. 
“T’d say, assume they’re going 
to drink and educate them. Teach 
them then, at 18, if not before. 


Get them in high school, and 


teach people how to drink appro- 
priately and properly,” Carringan 
said. 

Another tactic already is the 
birthday card that goes out to stu- 
dents on their 21st birthday. 

“‘Tt’s to remind them to be safe, 
and it tells the story about a stu- 
dent who did the 21-for-21 tradi- 
tion and died. We want to remind 
them to have a good time, but to 
make sure they can celebrate their 
22nd _ birthday, too,’ Dunn- 
Carlton said. 

Dunn-Carlton said the most 
responsible choice is to not drink 
and that she wants students who 
do drink to think of ways to be 
safe. 

“We're in no way looking to 
stop the social life of students at 
Sacramento State. We want them 
to be safe, and we want them to be 
responsible,” Dunn-Carlton said.

day,’ Delgadillo said. 

Though it may seem like an 
effective marketing tool, there are 
reasons why other fraternities do not 
use the method. 

‘(National fraternities] have 
more rules we have to follow,” said 
Senior and Kappa Sigma member 
Ed Fertuna. The mathematics major 
explained that they have to always 
be cautious of how their actions will 
reflect on the national organization 
and that inappropriate pictures or 
posts online might tarnish their rep- 
utation, or lead to trouble with the 
campus. 

The punishment for any inap-

Carroll explained that question-.

“Since our Greek system is rel- 
atively small, you’re representing 
all Greek groups,” Carroll said, 
pointing out that to someone unfa- 
miliar with the various groups, one 
inappropriate act could give all of 
them a bad name, 

“Things [like MySpace] can be 
used appropriately, and they can be 
the demise of you,” Carroll said.

A number of colleges and parents, as 
well as sorority and fraternity members are 
taking steps to bring an end to the long held 
tradition of hazing. 

Debbie Smith, an office manager and a 
mother, is among those trying to end the rit- 
ual of hazing. 

Smith who joined the cause after her son, 
Matthew Carrington, was killed at Chico 
State on Feb. 2, 2005, as a direct result of 
hazing, believes hazing should not be a part 
of the pledging process. 

“I think that fraternities and sororities 
have been wonderful and can get to that 
point again, -- what point” said Smith. 
“Unfortunately, many have gone to a bad 
place where, in order to be involved, you 
have to do things you wouldn’t ordinarily

do, as is the case with hazing.” 

Some fraternities and sororities have 
gone to a place that is not only demeaning, 
but violent as well, Smith said. Students get 
sucked in early on as if it’s just one big party, 
then it gets to the point where they no longer 


realize that they are being hazed because it’s 


just viewed as being funny, she added. 
Unfortunately, it’s at this point that it really 
is too late, Smith said. 

Carrington, who was found in the base- 
ment of the Chi Tau fraternity house, died of 
heart failure from water intoxication after 
being forced to consume a large amount of 
water with cold fans faced him, while doing 
jumping jacks, sit-ups, push-ups, and run- 
ning in place. 

It’s instances like this have caused par- 
ents and students to rise up against the insti- 
tution of hazing, through protesting and cre-

ating legislation. 

SB 1454, or Matt’s Law, which was 
developed in Carrington’s memory, is one 
bill up for legislation to eliminate hazing. If 
the bill, which has already passed the state 
Legislature and is waiting on signature of 
Gov. Amold Schwarzenegger, is accepted, it 
would change breaking the anti-hazing law 
from a misdemeanor to a felony, punishable 
with up to five years in prison. The law 
would also expand the boundaries of the 
anti-hazing law to cover all individuals and 
organizations, not just fraternities and soror- 
ities. 

“Given the overwhelming support that 
Matt’s Law has received from the Senate 
and the Assembly we are very confident that 
the Governor will sign it,” said Alex Grab, 
Smith’s attorney. “Seeing that the Assembly 
passed it unanimously, 78-0, we’re expect- 
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“Forcing someone to 
participate in an activi- 
ty unwillingly.” 
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ing the law to go into effect during the early 
part of next year.” 

A number of universities, such as 
Sacramento State, already have measures in 
place to end hazing among its campus 
organizations. 

“As part of our student code of conduct 
everything is very explicit in what the CSU 
system expects of our students,” Director of 
Student Conduct Leonard Valdez said. “In 
the time that I’ ve been here, we have learned 
that it’s not only sororities and fraternities 
that are involved in hazing, but also clubs 
and other organizations as well.” 

When Sac State discovers instances of 
hazing in any organization, the university 
has the ability and the authority to remove 
that organization from the campus and to go 
after the organization’s individual members 
through the judicial process, Valdez said.

Hazing could become felony if signed to law 


Sac State fraternity members agree that 
hazing can be dangerous and is an unneces- 
sary part of the pledging process. 

“Tt was nearly five years ago that our 
whole chapter came together and voted to 
ban hazing,” said Edward Fertuna, the 
Fundraiser/Philanthropy chair of Kappa 
Sigma. “Most people believe that you can’t 
have strong brotherhood without hazing, but 
that’s just not true.”

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Student advocate group fights War on Drugs

Approximately 35,000 students are 
barred access to higher education annually 
because of a law that denies financial aid to 
students with drug convictions, according to 
Students for Sensible Drug Policies. 

Students for Sensible Drug Policies is a 
national student-led organization that pro- 
motes education and treatment over punish- 
ment for students who are or have been 
involved with drugs, said Tom Angell, cam- 
paign director for the organization. 

The organization is currently lobbying 


against the Aid Elimination Provision of the 
Higher Education Act, an amendment to the 
federal law that requires the US. 
Department of Education to deny financial 
aid to applicants who have been convicted 
of a drug offense, according to a lawsuit 
filed by the organization in March. 

Under the amendment, any conviction of 
a drug offense, whether, possession or distri- 
bution, results in the denial of student aid 
"regardless of whether the conviction 
occurred in a federal or state court and 
whether the offense was a misdemeanor or 
felony," according to the lawsuit. _ 

Since financial aid awards are based on 


financial need, the law affects only those 
who require financial assistance to pursue 
higher education. 

One Sacramento State student. agrees 
that this law needs revision. 

“By having a law like that, you are not 
giving people a second chance, and you are 
not taking into consideration their situation. 
Low-income students are more likely to do 
drugs and most affected by this law,” said 
Senior Dean Hyman, an accounting major. 

While the some deem this law to be 
unreasonable, not everyone does. 

“T feel that this is a sensible law. If stu- 
dents are doing drugs they are not perform-

ing in school, and if they are not performing 
in school, they do not deserve free money. I 
have never met anyone performing well on 
drugs,” said Junior Omari Robinson, an 
accounting major. 

“I feel like this is not their money to 
begin with; you have to follow the rules for 
what you are given,” said Kristin I. Sibley, 
anthropology grad student. 

Whether or not they agree with the act, 
university staff members must adhere to the 
law when taking disciplinary actions. 

“Federal laws are for the masses, howev- 
er well-intended, I think this one has missed 
the mark because individual situations are

not taken into account," said Heather Dunn- 
Calton, special program coordinator of 
Student Affairs. “But basically, we follow 
the federal and state law.” 

Over the past six years, at least 200,000 
students have had their financial aid denied 
as a result of past drug convictions. The stu- 
dents had to drop out because they were 
unable to pay tuition fees, according to the 
lawsuit.

In lieu of the fifth anniversary of the terrorist attacks on Sept. 
11, the American Red Cross Sacramento Chapter teamed up with 
Citizen Voice to make and distribute emergency kits. 3 

Gary Dietrich, the president of Citizen Voice, held an event at 
Bayside Church in Granite Bay Monday evening to present his 
new project to Sacramento County residents. 

The Safely Out project was designed in January to help “all 
people, including the vulnerable residents, to get out of danger- 


He said people can no longer rely solely on first responders, 
as people saw during Hurricane Katrina in August 2005. 

The kit includes a double-sided, waterproof doorknob hanger 
with the words, “Safely Out’ on one side and “Need Help” on 
the other. The intent of the doorknob hanger would signal to 
emergency responders whether a house is empty or if someone 
inside is in need of help. 

The hanger was inspired by stories from the Ninth Ward of 
New Orleans during Hurricane Katrina. Dietrich said a dead per- 
son was found in the back a house after it was visited several 
times by emergency responders. 

The hanger also includes a section, which lists the location of 
the evacuees and also the evacuation helper’s contact informa- 
tion. 

The plastic bag can also be used to store prescription medica- 
tion and health insurance information in the refrigerator. Dietrich 
said the refrigerator is a powerful appliance, since it’s waterproof, 
airtight and fire-resistant. 

“Sometimes the most complex of problems can be solved by 
the simplest of solutions,” said Dietrich. 

A number of local celebrity endorsers came to the event — 
including John McGuiness, the Sacramento Country Sheriff, Pat 
Walsh, with KFBK sports and Jay Alan, also of KFBK. 

Leslie Olson, a 9-11 survivor, also came to the event. She was 
in the lobby of Tower Two of the World Trade Center when the 
United Airlines Flight 175 struck. 

She said there was not strong sound when the plane crashed 
into the building but that there was “a great burst of air.” 

Starting today, the kits are being distributed to Red Cross 
chapters all across the United States, along with information 
about how to handle disaster situations. 

The kits are available via the Citizen Voice website for a . 
charge of $2.50 per kit and suggest donating to the organization.

This semester, University Transportation and 
Parking Services placed notices on the doorknobs 
of local residents, warning them of the parking 
troubles around campus and that their neighbor- 
hoods could be affected. 

According to the door tag, UTAPS is, “taking a 
number of steps to deal with this issue. These 
include urging the campus community to make 
alternate commute choices such as taking light 
rail, riding the bus, carpooling, riding bicycles or 
walking.” 

Steps have already been taken in the effort to 
convince students to use alternate commute meth- 
ods. There are electric signs at all the entrances to 
campus with, “Sac St Commute Choices, 278- 
~ PARK,” flashing intermittently with notices about 
additional parking at Ramona Ave. There have 
been tables in the Library Quad advertising the 
various commute options students can use. 

One of the most common options for students 
who don’t want to deal with parking is to take the 
bus or light rail to school. | 

One obstacle remains in the way for students 
using this resource: the stickers that allow them to 
use the service are no longer mailed out. Students 
must pick them up on their own time. 

This normally wouldn’t be a problem. Students 
can easily stroll into the OneCard Center and ask 
for the semester sticker. However, what are they 
supposed to do when they have to come to cam- 
pus to get the sticker, but they need the sticker to 
take the bus to get to campus to get the sticker. The 
dilemma is one big cycle. 

The stickers, which verify whether a student is 
enrolled in the university, used to be sent out with 


development. For the summer session of 2004, the 
stickers were mailed out on their own in a sealed 
envelope. Now, not even that simple method is 
employed. 

‘““We’re not sure why they’re not sending them 
out anymore,’ Edgar Camacho, a customer serv- 
ice representative for Associated Students, Inc., 
said. 

The decision to no longer mail out the stickers 
came from an ASI Board of Directors vote. 

“At the last meeting of the last board, before I 
was president, we actually discussed this and we 
had a little debate,” ASI President Angela Arriola 
said. 

“The majority of the board said we’re going to 

vote and students have to come pick [the stickers] 
up.” 
If students are supposed to take the bus or light 
rail to campus, there should be a system in place 
to get them their stickers before the semester 
starts. ) 

One obstacle to getting the stickers back is 
cost. 

“We’re talking about a huge mailing cost 
because they would have to reach all 28,000 reg- 
istered students,’ Ronald Grant, the associated 
vice president of Business Operations, said. 

Grant estimated that it would cost around 
$14,000 to mail out the stickers to the students. 

Even with the possible high cost to mail out the 
stickers, if UTAPS wants students to use public 
transit as an alternative to driving to campus, then 
they need to find a way to get the OneCard stick- 
ers out to students before the first week of classes.

Cal Poly does a multitude of 
things both offensively and defen- 
sively that makes them a hard team 
to prepare for in only one week, 
Coach Steve Mooshagian said. 

The Hornets are using the bye 
week as a “teaching week” Moosha- 
gian said, to get the players ready for 
what they’re going to see on game 
day. | + a | 
“Preparing for Cal Poly has in- 
fluenced our practice because a lot of 
what Poly does offensively and de- 
fensively is foreign to our players,” 
Mooshagian said. 

Cal Poly, from the Great West 
Football conference, finished last sea- 
son at 8-5 where the team made it 
to the playoffs, but lost in the sec- 
ond round to Texas State, 14-7. Their 
offense averaged 352.8 yards and 
27.2 points a game last season, while 
their opponents averaged 17.8 points 
a game. 

Offensively, the Mustangs like to 
spread out and move their receivers 
around, Mooshagian said. “Their re- 
ceivers are big and tall and they like

Football still facing recruiting obstacles

n years past, the central valley’s top foot- 

ball talent wanted a ticket out of town. 

Whether it was a losing program, below- 
average facilities or simply the feeling that 
they weren’t wanted, Sacramento State was 
the last place local college gridiron hopefuls 
wanted to end up. 

Sophomore running back Gerwin 
Williams, a one-time transfer from Divi- 
sion 1-A Marshall this year and a Grant 
High graduate, remembers a generally re- 
luctant attitude by his peers in regards to 


signing with Sac State out of high school. 

“Tt was probably the program. It’s num- 
bers,” Williams said. “You want to win 
games, flat out, that’s what it’s all about. No- 
body likes losing.” 

It’s been an uphill battle, but the Hornets 
are beginning to build a program that high 
school recruits desire to be a part of, not 
eventually settle for. Head coach Steve 
Mooshagian credits his recruiting personnel, 
including coaches Lou Baiz and Scott 
Criner, for redoubling the team’s efforts to 
appeal to the area’s players. 

“They’ve had to fight some battles, 
things like “Are you guys ever going to do 


anything over there, are they ever going to 
build you a facility, are they ever going to 
put money into the program?’”’ Mooshagian 
said. 

While improving the strength of the 
overall program remains paramount to lur- 
ing prospects to the team, Mooshagian 
points to both the current stadium and the 
Broad Athletic Facility, which is now under 
construction, as vital recruiting tools. 

“Tt’s the first major step, something tan- 
gible that we have to sell. This year, with the 
groundbreaking and the media attention, 
they’re starting to see that we’re serious 
about what we’ re trying to do,’ Mooshagian 


said. 

Another obstacle that has stood in front 
of the recruiting staff is the misconception 
that Sac State isn’t interested in recruiting 
from local schools, a mistake that Moosha- 
gian said was a problem that preceded him. 

“When I first got here, people would 
say, “Sacramento State never recruits Grant 
kids, or they never recruit these kids, or 
that kid.’ That must have been the way that 
it was. It may have been a perception or it 
may have been a reality. I wasn’t here so I 
can’t really answer that, and I can’t change

Crunk for Christ formed in 2004 
with Michelle Mills, Shamika Smith 
and Brandon Henry, all students of Sac 
State and members of the same church 
of Spirit and Truth Ministries, a non- 
denominational sect of Christianity.’ 
Advised by their pastor, they formed 
under the mission to “equip and 
empower college students to obtain a 
tighter walk with Christ.” 

Mills, 20, the group’s president, 
explained that their main goal is to 
make young adults feel comfortable 
and confident with whatever Christian 
faith they are. 

““We’re just trying to get more col- 
lege students to realize that you can still 
thank God and believe in God and you 
can still have fun while you are doing 
it,’ said Mills, an accounting informa- 
tion systems major. “You can still be the 
typical college student, just without the 
negative things.” 

What those negative things are may 
vary for each person, but in this group 
revolved around sex, drinking and gen- 
eral debauchery -—— a pretense that is 
nonetheless conjured when people 
think of college life. These issues are 
often dealt with during the group’s

We've all brushed shoulders with them: the 
sorority girl, the student-musician, and the hard- 
working economics student. While on campus, it 
may be easy to mistake this filmmaking trio for 
just a few of your average college students. 

As co-founders of their own production com- 
pany, 3 Point Productions, these students are well 
on their way to becoming film gurus in their own 
right. 

““We’re just a group of kids who really like to 
make movies,” said Bobbye Jo Green, a sopho- 
more film studies/journalism major who writes, 
directs and produces for 3 Point Productions. “For 
us, 3 Point Productions is a medium to do what 
we love the way we want.” 

Since the birth of the company just under a 


year ago the trio has already produced three short 
films, the first of which won second place at 
Sacramento State’s first annual Film Festival last 
spring. When it comes to genre, the company 
keeps its scope wide open, shooting everything 
from dramas to documentaries to music videos. 

Film studies junior and co-founder Ryan 
Harbert, or “Harpo,” as his fellow filmmakers 
endearingly call him, stays plugged in to the tech- 
nical end of the craft. His experience as a trained 
musician allows him the unique ability to tune 
into the most minute details involving cinematog- 
raphy, sound design and editing. 

Harbert, the young Steven Spielberg of the 
group, whose favorite movie is “The Sixth 
Sense,” has a more mainstream approach to film- 
making. , 

“Td rather listen to a bad joke told well, than a 
good joke told horribly,” Harbert said. “I gener-

Green, 18, who serves as president of the film 
society at Sac State is a member of Gamma Phi 
Beta sorority. She stays deeply connected to the 
artistic elements of filmmaking through her pas- 
sion for independent film. 

“Tm really into independent and European 
film because they’re more about expressing 
meaning, like a piece of art for display,’ Green 
said. “The goals are a lot more about what film 
should be: a really important statement.” 

On the other hand, Jared Anderson, co- 
founder of 3 Point Productions and economics 
senior, on the other hand doesn’t consider himself 
a film buff per se, although when it comes to 
watching movies he says he appreciates a good 
storyline. Contrasting sharply from Green, 
Anderson proclaimed himself as “the guy who’s

For the project, Clinton worked 
with beatboxers Rob Brown, Click 
Tha Super Latin, Doug E. Fresh, 
Biz Markie, Rahzel and Kid Lucky. 

“Just being around them I 
learned so much about beatboxing 
in general, about hip-hop history,” 
Clinton said. “T actually got a 
chance to jam with Doug E. Fresh 
and Biz Markie, which was amaz- 
ing!” 

_ The Davis native and 
Sacramento resident chose Sac 
State last year to-_pursue a major in 
Music. 

“T’m not a very good student,” 
Clinton, a sophomore, said with a 
laugh. “I’ve got about three more 
years to go.’ 

The vocal jazz ensemble hale, 
also welcomed Clinton’s unique 
talents at Sac State. 

“She’s retarded good,” said 
Gioia Caesar, music major and 
member of the ensemble. “I call 
her the “World Renowned 


Butterscotch’.” _
